“They weren't ‘toting fair’ with the 
others. Now, the basis of every law is to 
make. evéry one ‘ tote fair’ with every one 
else, and you police as enforcers of the law 
are charged above everything else with the 
duty of seeing that every one ‘totes fair’ 
with his neighbors.”’

Professor Claims Even the Wild 
Tribes Should Govern Selves. 


EAT DOG, BUT IT’S NOT BAD. 


He Thinks U. 5. Should Not Inflict Civ- 
iligation Upon Them, 


Making light of dog eating, justifying the 

rebellious Moros, charging the United States 
governmem with high crimes and misde- 
meanore innumerable, alleging that even the 
wild pagan tribes of the Philippines are ready 
for self-government, Frederick Starr, the 
much traveled professor of anthropology at 
the University of Chicago, inepired a large 
audience at the People’s Liberal church in 
Englewood with a.loudly evidenced admira- 
tion for the Philippines and a horror of 
* imperialism.” 
‘The talk wae advertised ae an “ illustrated 
lecture” and a few photographs were really 
thrown on @ screen just before the audtence 
departed, but in the main the talk was 4 
brilliant politica] address gifttering with sar- 
casm and irony. 

The profeseor gave individual instances of 
the industry, morality, inteligence, and ex- 
ecutive capebdilities of the wild tribes, men- 
tioning as proofs of civilization the fact that 
he had met pagan Igorrotes worth $50,000 
gold, and Moros worth hundreds of thov- 
sands of dollars.
